Our Lord Was Put to Death 
Because He Was Adjudg- 
ed “Too Dogmatic,” He 
Says In the “Catholic 
Hour” Address. 


New York.—The Church holds that 
it is impossible to have a religion with- 
out dogmas, because a dogma is an 
idea and there must therefore be dog- 
mas “as long as there is sound think- 
ing,” the Rev. Dr. Fulton J. Sheen de- 
clared last night in the course of his 
address in the “Catholic Hour” on 
“Religion Without Dogmas.” 


The “Catholic Hour” is broadcast 
over a network of the National Broad- 
casting Company, through Station 
WEAF, here, and is sponsored by the 
National Council of Catholic Men. 


Enunciated A Dogma 


Father Sheen described the trial of 
Our Lord before Caiphas to prove that 
Jesus Christ Himself intended “that 
His religion should have dogmas.” He 
pointed out that in reply to Caiphas’ 
question as to whether He was “the 
Christ, the Son of God,” Jesus gave “e 
categorical, straight-forward answer 
about. His Divinity.” “He defined Him- 
self,” Father Sheen added. “He enun- 
ciated a truth, a cold truth, an auth- 
oritative principle. He enunciated a» 
dogma!” 

“If he had not been so dogmatic 
about His divinity,” Father Sheen 
continued, “He never would have seen 
the Cross.” 

“History, mathematics, geography 
and science,” he said, “all have their 
dogmas, their abstract principles, and 
their ideas. That the World War end- 
ed on Armistice Day, 1918, is a dogma 
of history; that Albany is the capital 
of the State of New York is a dogma 
of geography; that the sum of the 
angles of a triangle is equal to two 
right-angles is a dogma of geometry; 
that water is made up of two atoms 
of hydrogen and one of oxygen is a
